Thero was more advice than Tom Sawyer 
got In hla fence painting Job. Maybe It was all 
good. But at the same time there was some 
thing refreshing and warmly human about 
the state department's Impulsive ge.'iture ot 
dls^st with a thoroughly disreputable gov- 
ernment. 

Tho United States, as this hemlsphere'a 
strongest and most active foe o( fascism, has 
been remarkably patient vrtth tho fascist 
government In Buenos Aires. In fact. It ac- 
tually helped to prolong that government by 
another Impulsive gesture at San Francisco 
a lew months ago. 

To counter the Russian Bovcrnmont's in- 
ElstencB that the Lublin Poles be represented 
at the United Nations conference, thla conn- 
try's delegation led the way In securing a 
conference seat for Argenilna. It was a move 
to show tho Russians that we could champion 
as unrcpreacntatlve a government mi we be- 
lieved the rtusslan-Eponsored Lubllrl group to 
be. 

Perhaps that step was taken In desperation. 
But this government has since had some em- 
barrassing opportunities to regret It. Now. 
more in hot anger than cold-blooded diplo- 
macy, tho state department has taken an- 
other step to correct the earlier mistake. 

It might seem that this government's pres- 
ent clear Intent la of more consequence than 
the method ot making It known.
